Rotary Club Gift 
Aids Schools In 
Finding Deafness 


The Rotary 
Club's 
audiometer 


is paying for itself in ferreting 
out deafness In Navarro county 
children. 
The club purchased the machlna 
several weeks ago and tests have 
been run at the State Home and 
St. John's parochial school. 
Dr. Philip 3. Mountjoy, ear, eye, 


nose and throat specialist, and 
Rotary member, is keeping tab on 
the machine. 
He said Saturday that in the 
two schools 430 children had been 
examined. 


Of this number, 68 were found 
to have defective hearing of some 
degree. 


Of the 68, be said, it was found 
that perhaps three would require 
hearing aids. 


The machine, which Is furnished 


free to any school in the county, 
tests the hearing and if it Is found 
defective school authorities notify 
the pp.rents, who are urged to take 
their child to their general physi- 
cian.
